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PREFACE. 


MANY  of  the  Metrical  Psalms  arid  Paraphrases  are  immortal.. 
They  can  never  cease  to  be,  so  long  as  the  "Praises  of  Sion" 
are  sung.  In  England  some  are  found  in  the  various  Hymn  books. 
In  Scotland,  however,  we  speak  of  the  Psalm  or  Paraphrase  in  our 
Services.  I  hope  that  characteristic  feature  of  our  worship  will 
continue. 

In  Canada  our  Presbyterian  Church  very  usefully  binds  under  one 
cover  a  wise  selection  of  Psalms  and  Paraphrases  with  their  Hymn 
books.  In  our  usual  books  we  have  all  the  Psalms. 

This  guide  to  the  use  of  the  Psalms  and  Paraphrases  seeks  to 
serve  a  two-fold  purpose — 

I. — A  good  selection  of  Psalms  and  Paraphrases  is  here  indi 
cated,  and  a  suggested  tune  is  recalled  at  a  glance  by 
the  brief  beginning  of  the  music  at  side  of  page. 
II. — The  use  of  this  guide  saves  much  time  to  those  conducting 
Public  Worship — a  Psalm  (or  Paraphrase)  with  appropriate 
tune,  can  be  fixed  upon  in  a  moment. 

The  letters  of  commendation  in  regard  to  this  work  are  such  from 
many  authorities  that  I  am  hopeful  it  will  be  of  real  service  to  all 
interested  in  the  Service  of  Praise.
